An open letter to Angels owner Arte Moreno begging him to move his team out of Anaheim

a buck per year, keeping all tax revenue 
from any future developments. Oh, and 
also?

It started with your 
insistence on signing even more free 
agents instead of developing a farm sys¬ 
tem—and the mercenaries you brought in 
were mostly laughers: Gary Matthews Jr., 
Hamilton and the disappointment that is 
Pujols, a first-ballot Hall-of-Famer, sure, 
but one already on a downward trajec¬ 
tory and whose health has deteriorated so 
much that his season ended early this year. 
By acquiring Pujols, you alienated long¬ 
time center fielder Torii Hunter, whom 
you signed during your successful years 
and who left (he claims) because you sud¬ 
denly became a penny-pincher; Hunter is 
having a career year in Detroit, by the way. 


It has 
been a decade since you donned a 
sombrero during a press confer¬ 
ence announcing you were buying the 
Anaheim Angels, thereby becoming the 
first Latino majority owner of a profes¬ 
sional-sports franchise. That was the 
last time you emphasized your Hispanic 
roots, insisting ever since that people 
treat you as a sports owner, period. 

Well, you’ve succeeded. No one thinks 
of you as a Latino owner anymore; 
instead, we think of you as a pendejo 
owner. Oh, wait: That’s too Mexi for you, 
so let’s just call you a bad owner, m’kay? 

Your Halos stink, on pace for a los¬ 
ing record and a fourth straight year 
without a playoff berth. The dashing 
CEO who once roamed Angels Stadium 
asking people, Ed Koch-like, how he 
was doing, who knew what play¬ 
ers to sign, who confidently 
manned a team to such 
heights that Forbes named 
him baseball’s best boss 
as recently as 2009 is 
gone; in his place now 
is a recluse in charge 
of a franchise 
named this year 
by Forbes as base¬ 
ball’s worst team 
for the money— 
and that dishonor 
happened before 
this underachiev¬ 
ing flop of a season 
weighed down by 
the bloated contracts 
of past-their-prime 
superstars Albert Pujols 
and Josh Hamilton. 

In a way, Orange County 
should be grateful to you; 
after all, that fans are upset at the 
Angels’ play on the field is a stun¬ 
ning accomplishment, given the Halos’ 
tenure in Anaheim before its improbable 
2002 World Series championship was 
one long string of laughers broken up by 
occasional winning seasons that ended 
with epic collapses. But you’re now at a 
crossroads that will inevitably involve 
listed—sorry, you—screwing us over even 
worse than when you affixed that ridicu¬ 
lous “Los Angeles” in front of your team’s 
name. Last week, the Anaheim City 
Council approved a motion to extend 
your deadline from 2016 to 2019 to 
decide whether you’re going to keep your 
franchise in that city or move it away.

IN THE STORY OF 
DONALD HOXTER. 

NOT BY MUCH, THOUGH. 

Few people can say they’ve smuggled 
as much as 10 tons of marijuana across 
both the Mexican and Canadian borders 
per year. Or that they were one of the first 
hippies in the Pacific Northwest to pio¬ 
neer America’s homegrown crop in the 
early 1980s, some 15 years before mari¬ 
juana became legal—first in California, 
then in more than a dozen other states— 
for medical purposes. And it’s certainly 
true that few have won or lost as much as 
Hoxter in this business. His story, which 
ends before the tales contained in my 
recently released book begin, is therefore 
a perfect place to start. 

At the moment, Hoxter is sitting at an 
outdoor table at a coffee shop in Long 
Beach, at a busy intersection, kitty-corner 
from an elementary school where kids are 
loudly enjoying their afternoon recess. 
He’s a tall, lanky man in his early 60s with 
whitening red hair and freckles. His fair 
skin is mottled red and white, perma¬ 
nently scorched by 41 straight months in 
the too-sunny recreation yard of a federal 
prison. A fresh cigarette dangles from his 
lips. He has almost lit the thing several 
times over the past hour or so, but instead 
absent-mindedly twirls the lighter with 
his left hand. 

Hoxter is too busy talking to smoke. 
The memories, some of which are still a 
jumble in his mind since he hasn’t spoken 
publicly about much of his life until now, 
overflow. It all started in the early 1960s,

he says, when he was a kid in El Cajon, 
a gritty, working-class town just east of 
San Diego. Then as now, El Cajon was a 
bastion of the Hells Angels, and several 
members of the outlaw motorcycle gang 
happened to live on the street where 
Hoxter grew up. “They lived on the same 
block, much to my mother’s chagrin,” 
remembers Hoxter. “I got my first joint 
from the Hells Angels. They cost about 
four for a dollar back then. And, of course, 


they came from Mexico. Mexico is where 
everything came from in the beginning.” 

Hoxter hung out with older kids and 
young adults who tended to drive down 
to Tijuana each weekend. He didn’t real¬ 
ize it right away, but a lot of them weren’t 
just crossing the border to get drunk in 
the cantinas of the infamous Zona Norte. 
“A friend of mine came back one time and 
was laughing and joking and opened up 
the trunk of his Chevrolet,” he recalls. 
The friend lifted up some unfolded news¬ 
papers and proudly showed Hoxter sev¬ 
eral bricks of cheap Mexican grass. Even 


before Hoxter was old enough to drive, he 
was going along for the ride, and by the 
time he had his license, he was a smug¬ 
gler. “It was nothing. You just drove down 
and drove back,” he recalls. “Going into 
Mexico, there was no police presence, 
and coming back, you just played it like 
you had gotten drunk because that’s what 
people did.” 

Typically, Hoxter and his friends would 
find a back-alley dealer, pool their money 
and purchase about 2 pounds of pot that 
had been packed into tight bundles, or 
bricks. Each one cost $60 or $70. Then 
they’d sell each pound for $300, dividing 
the amount into 30 lids, or $10 quantities, 
which were measured by a finger’s width 
of a Prince Albert can of tobacco. By the 
late 1960s, he and his buddies were han¬ 
dling much larger loads, 30 or 40 pounds 
at a time, which they’d typically stash in 
the bottom of a boat, and then attach to 
their legs with rope before swimming 
ashore. Meanwhile, they’d formed their 
own commune in San Diego called “the 
Family” and had hooked up with the 
Brotherhood of Eternal Love, a group of 
hippies and surfers living in cheap houses 
in Laguna Beach who were smuggling 
untold quantities of hashish from Afghan¬ 
istan and transporting massive quantities 
of Mexican weed across the border. 

Smuggling and selling hash and mari¬ 
juana became a way for the Family, the 
Brotherhood and legions of other hippies 
to finance their alternative lifestyles. As 
more young people started tuning in, 
turning on and dropping out, the demand 
for Mexican buds grew even higher, and

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Hoxter was often handling shipments of 
1,000 or 1,500 pounds at a time. Because 
of the volume they handled, the various 
drug networks operating at the time soon 
had no use for Tijuana middlemen and had 
hooked up directly with individual villages 
in the Mexican states of Sinaloa, Jalisco or 
Michoacan, where growing marijuana had 
long been a way of life. The Family patron¬ 
ized one particular hamlet high up in the 
hills of Michoacan, an hour or so south of 
Morelia. After a decade of cross-border 
enterprise, the jungle township had dou¬ 
bled in size and enjoyed electricity, plumb¬ 
ing and paved roads. 

When Southern California got too 
crowded—and too hot—Hoxter and the 
Family moved to rural Montana, and Hox¬ 
ter began a new life smuggling Mexican 
loads across the border into Canada. His 
first crossing was insanely risky: he drove 
through a one-man border-control check¬ 
point with his Canuck girlfriend, posing as 
newlyweds. “My chances were probably 80 


with him in that subtle country manner. 
Not once did he forget to close a gate, nor 
did he ever cross paths with the Canadian 
border patrol. 

A growing stack of bills from each suc¬ 
cessful sojourn, stashed in a hole in the 
ground under one of the houses, funded 
the Family’s hardscrabble existence. If 
someone needed money to travel some¬ 
where or buy groceries or supplies, Hoxter, 
who was known among members of the 
commune as “Controller,” would simply 
disburse the cash on a case-by-case basis, 
using larger amounts to finance ever-larger 
marijuana shipments that were always 
being orchestrated either via the Brother¬ 
hood or directly from Mexico. The biggest 
Mexican load Hoxter ever handled was a 
seaborne haul, 3 tons of a 5-ton deal, put 
together with his friends in the Brother¬ 
hood, who provided a yacht to transport 
the weed from Mexico. But the pot almost 
never reached its destination because the 
yacht broke down.

to 20 that I’d get caught,” Hoxter estimates. 
“But I told her to look at this guy and melt 
him. T want him to think if I wasn’t sitting 
here, he’d had a shot with you.’” 

Hoxter’s girlfriend was a stunner, and 
the happy couple was soon in Vancouver 
unloading 400 pounds of pot, which is how 
Hoxter met a friend of a friend nicknamed 
Art Nouveau, who became his partner in 
crime for the next 25 years. Thanks to his 
connections in Vancouver, a group of hip¬ 
pies who were the biggest pot dealers in 
British Columbia, Hoxter was never short 
of work when it came to smuggling weed. 
He spent most of the 1970s living off the 
grid at the Family’s commune in Montana, 
raising chickens and pigs and running pot 
across the border, 1,000 pounds at a time. 
Every month, a truck would come from 
Southern California, full of marijuana from 
Mexico. Hoxter had a collection of U.S. 
Forest Service topographical maps and 
knew all the unused service roads that led 
to the Canadian border. 

“On the maps, the roads ended at the 
border, but you knew they didn’t really 
end but went straight into Canada,” he 
explains. “All you had to do was choose 
one that would dump you out close to a 
paved road because once you were on the 
pavement, you could be anybody, even if 
you did have Montana plates, which was 
okay.” While driving through people’s 
farms on the way to the main road, Hoxter 
says, nobody seemed to mind as long as he 
remembered to shut their gates so their 
cows wouldn’t wander off. Often, Hoxter 
would drive close enough to a farmhouse 
to actually see a farmer and his wife sitting 
at their dinner table, making eye contact 
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“The price for losing that load was our 
lives,” Hoxter recalls, his voice suddenly 
catching in his throat. “The Mexicans 
would have killed us if we lost it.” In fact, 
one of the crew members did lose his 
life, but that was before the boat broke its 
driveline. “One of the San Diego kids fell 
overboard on the trip north,” Hoxter says. 
“I don’t know how it happened. You’re 
out there in the deep blue; it was night¬ 
time. The captain said, ‘We’re not turning 
around. Sorry, but your friend is gone.’” 

Hoxter had no choice but to fly back 
north, inform his friend’s parents their son 
had died in a sailing accident, and then 
raise $33,000 to buy the spare parts for the 
boat, which sat useless in a Pacific Ocean 
port. Finally, he had to convince his girl¬ 
friend to let him strap her down with the 
cash, which he carefully wrapped around 
her torso after instructing her to look 
everyone in the eye and, when necessary, 
to flirt. Then he purchased airline tickets to 
fly her and her husband—yes, his girlfriend 
had a husband; this was the early 1970s 
after all—down to Mexico. The couple 
posed as newlyweds on honeymoon. Once 
they arrived in Mexico City, Hoxter’s 
contacts delivered the money to the port 
where the boat was waiting. After the cash 
arrived, the parts were purchased, and the 
load miraculously arrived a few weeks later 
at an isolated beach on the U.S. Marine 
Corps base in Camp Pendleton. The spot 
was accessible by a dirt road and guarded 
only by a chain-link gate secured with 
a padlock. Hoxter and his cohorts used 
inflatable, motorized rafts to run the bun¬ 
dles of marijuana off the yacht and onto the

beach; the haul filled up two Winnebago 
motor homes that Hoxter purchased, cash 
down, just to transport the goods. 

Because the trip had taken a few months 
longer than projected, Hoxter ended up 
owing the Brotherhood some money, and 
to pay them off, he had no choice but to 
make a 1,000-pound run to Canada. Usu¬ 
ally, that was no problem. However, now it 
was the dead of winter, and 14 feet of snow 
blanketed the border between Montana 
and Canada. The Forest Service had also 
blown up some of the decrepit bridges 
Hoxter had been using to run drugs and 
had even constructed giant earthen berms 
along the roads to prevent all but the fool- 
hardiest four-wheel-drivers from attempt¬ 
ing passage. Hoxter’s solution, hitching 
trailers loaded with pot to a pair of snow¬ 
mobiles, seemed to work until halfway up 
the mountain, when one of them busted 
a fan belt from the strain of carrying the 
heavy load. 

He and his friend were able to weave the 
belt back together with some spare wire 
before they froze to death, but the mission 
was over. The next night, Hoxter waited 
until long after sunset and walked up to a 
border checkpoint that was only open dur¬ 
ing the daytime. He yelled and cursed at 
the top of his lungs and smashed a couple 
of bottles of tequila on the road. “Nobody 
came out,” he says. “So the next night, I 
went up to the gate and cut the lock with 
bolt cutters at 3 a.m.” On cue, Hoxter’s 
friend, behind the wheel of a truck with 
the pot, roared through the checkpoint. 

An hour later, they unloaded the weed and 
were back through the border before any¬ 
one knew the gate’s lock had been broken. 

I n the early 1980s—Hoxter can’t remem¬ 
ber the exact year—the Family commune 
in Montana began to fall apart under the 
strain of cabin fever and rapidly approach¬ 
ing middle age, and he and his wife moved 
to Lebanon, Oregon. There, they raised 
three daughters on a 2,500-acre property. 
They lived in a small trailer, but not because 
the property lacked proper shelter. In fact, 
Hoxter had purchased the land because it 
featured a large barn, which he had every 
intention of using for growing marijuana. 
Inside the barn, Hoxter wired together sev¬ 
eral 1,000-watt metal-halide lamps, hang¬ 
ing them from the beams, and reflected the 
heat with Mylar sheeting in a 10-foot-by- 
12-foot enclosure. When the female plants 
reached a certain height, he moved them 
to various locations he’d scouted in nearby 
national forest land, where, if he could keep 
the herb stalks hidden long enough, he 
could harvest his cannabis crop before the 
feds ripped them from the soil. 

This being the dawn of the homegrown 
American marijuana-farming industry, 
Hoxter was hardly the only hippie in rural 
Oregon who had his own pot farm. There 
wasn’t much else to do. The logging indus¬ 
try had been on the wane for years, and 
unemployment ran high in the small towns. 
“All I wanted to do was grow, although 
Canada was always my ace in the hole,” 
Hoxter says. “I knew that I could always 


make a lot of money smuggling a load. At 
first, I was the only person I knew grow¬ 
ing indoor with lights. But then a friend of 
mine started growing, and he used sodium- 
vapor lights, which turned out to have a 
better light spectrum for growing, and this 
kind of information would get spread like 
that.” There was even a local magazine for 
growers, Sinsemilla Tips, that contained 
word-of-mouth horticultural advice. “Peo¬ 
ple were learning,” Hoxter says. “There 
were still no names for the product yet, 


none of the strains had been branded, and 
botanists were just starting to figure out 
how to crossbreed hybrids. It was all still 
just marijuana.” 

Every night, the local television station 
would broadcast reports on how many 
plants the feds had spotted with their 
planes and seized in the forests that day. 
But Hoxter never was caught, and every¬ 
thing went just as he’d hoped, until his wife 
became ill and died in 1987. Thus began 
a downward spiral for Hoxter. Or rather, 


thus ended a downward spiral that had 
already begun well before his wife died, 
one that had been amplified by the highly 
illegal nature of everything he’d been doing 
for the past few decades. His career ended 
with him becoming mentally and physi¬ 
cally isolated, alone with three daughters, 
unable to cope, strung out on heroin and 
dealing harder drugs to support his habit. 
Just when it seemed things couldn’t get 
any worse, the feds raided his farm.

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After a stint in federal prison, Hoxter 
relocated to Southern California, where 
he went straight back into the marijuana 
business. But a cop in Laguna Beach who 
knew of his background as a smuggler 
got wind of his presence there and raided 
his house six times in 10 months until he 
caught Hoxter with a couple of pounds of 
weed, enough to charge him with posses¬ 
sion with the intent to sell. Hoxter served 
the next 41 months in federal lockup and 
came out determined to put his crimi¬ 
nal escapades behind him, although he 
reserved the right to smoke marijuana. 

“I was on parole and had 18 dirty 
tests in a row,” he explains. “My parole 
officer could have sent me back to 
prison, but she didn’t because I was 
working full-time and, for some reason, 
she liked me. 

“‘Fifty years ago, you could go to prison 
for drinking beer, and now you can do 
that legally,”’ Hoxter told her. “‘So was it 
wrong then?”’ 

“I’m not going to argue with you,” the 
parole officer responded. “But it’s against 
the law, and you don’t seem to get it.” 

Except marijuana wasn’t illegal anymore. 

Not exactly, that is. 

J ust weeks after the last time Hox¬ 
ter was busted for marijuana, in 
November 1996, California voters 
overwhelmingly voted in favor of Proposi¬ 
tion 215, which legalized marijuana for 
medical purposes under 
state law for the first 
time in American history. 

The law was written by 
a group of marijuana- 
legalization activists 
in the Bay Area, most 
notably a San Francisco 
resident named Dennis 
Peron, whose partner had 
used cannabis to treat the 
symptoms of AIDS before 
he passed away from the 
disease. According to the 
new law, which became 
known as the Compas¬ 
sionate Use Act, if a doc¬ 
tor wrote a recommenda¬ 
tion—not a prescription, 
since it remained illegal 
for doctors to prescribe—for marijuana, a 
patient could grow, possess and smoke the 
substance with no fear of the law. 

Flash forward 15 years to the summer 
of 2011, which is starting to look a lot like 
the historical watermark of the medical- 
marijuana movement, although few real¬ 
ized it at the time. Besides California, 15 
other states—Arizona, Alaska, Montana, 
Colorado and Nevada among them—as well 
as the District of Columbia have passed 
laws legalizing medical marijuana. Canna¬ 
bis is California’s biggest cash crop, with an 
annual harvest valued at about $14 billion. 
With an estimated annual yield of 8.6 mil¬ 
lion pounds, it represents by far the largest 
share of the national cannabis crop, which 
itself is valued at $35 billion. 

It’s estimated that as much as $1.4 bil¬ 


lion worth of cannabis is sold each year in 
California. Because state law views medical 
marijuana as a medicine, some dispensaries 
have gone to court to avoid paying sales tax, 
arguing that cannabis should be exempt 
from it like any other prescribed medicine. 
However, as of 2011, the California State 
Board of Equalization estimated that it was 
taking in between $58 million and $105 
million per year in taxes on cannabis sales. 
In 2010, the city of Oakland, with its four 
mega-dispensaries, including the world- 
famous Oaksterdam University—founded 
by the wheelchair-bound, bespectacled 
ex-roadie Richard Lee and which has its 
own nursery and has provided cultiva¬ 
tion classes to thousands of activists—and 
Stephen DeAngelo’s Harborside Health 
Center—the subject of the Discovery Chan¬ 
nel reality show Weed Wars, which aired in 
2011—collected $1 million in tax revenue. 

Starting in the mid-2000s, hundreds of 
medical-cannabis dispensaries had opened 
up throughout the state, mostly in densely 
populated urban neighborhoods of cities 
such as San Francisco and Los Angeles, 
spreading from there to the suburbs. For 
as little as $50, a California resident could 
drop by a doctor’s office—some of them 
conveniently located next-door to dispen¬ 
saries—and obtain a written recommenda¬ 
tion for marijuana. With that in hand, you 
could walk into your dispensary of choice 
and, after signing membership paperwork, 
select your “medicine” from row upon row 


of various strains of cannabis indica and 
sativa with sometimes exotic but more 
often recreational-sounding names such as 
Hindu Kush, Chem Dog, Luke Skywalker, 
Sweet Tooth and Sour Diesel. 

Meanwhile, local prosecutors in states 
that have legalized marijuana for medi¬ 
cal use now refuse to file charges against 
anyone with a doctor’s note as long as they 
aren’t transporting or cultivating more 
weed than what is allowed under state 
law—usually half a dozen fully grown 
plants or up to 8 ounces of dry marijuana. 
Knowing this, assuming the person has 
a valid doctor’s note, it’s likely the police 
won’t even confiscate the cannabis in ques¬ 
tion. It’s now just an infraction—the legal 
equivalent of a parking ticket—to possess 
an ounce or less of the stuff—and that’s 
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assuming you’re the rare recreational pot 
smoker who’s too lazy to get a doctor’s 
note. Oaksterdam’s Lee even paid $1.5 mil¬ 
lion to sponsor a law, Proposition 19, that 
would have legalized the recreational use 
of marijuana for adults, but it failed at the 
polls in November 2010. 

Since the first anti-cannabis law was 
enacted by the Massachusetts state legis¬ 
lature on April 29,1911, pot smokers have 
blossomed from a handful of jazz musi¬ 
cians to tens of millions of people. Some 
20 million Americans have been arrested 
on marijuana charges so far, and 40,000 
people remain behind bars for marijuana- 
related crimes. And just as marijuana 
seemed poised to become completely 
legal in California, thus providing pos¬ 
sible impetus to a nationwide campaign 
of decriminalization, everything changed. 
In October 2011, the federal government 
began a massive crackdown on California’s 


passed state laws legalizing marijuana for 
recreational use, something that had been 
attempted more than once in California, 
most recently in 2009, but which had never 
won at the polls. A cover story in Newsweek 
magazine just weeks before the Colorado 
measure passed shed light on the corporate 
backers of the legalization measure, dubbing 
them America’s new “pot barons.” Just as 
the federal government’s successful take¬ 
down of California’s dispensaries showed 
the abject failure of medical marijuana to 
protect both the crop and the people grow¬ 
ing it, American democracy had stepped in 
and provided new hope for stoners. 

My book is about a relatively brief 
but amazing period in American social 
history—an incredibly dynamic three 
years from 2009 to 2012 during which 
something unprecedented happened— 
marijuana left the underground world of 
illegality and blossomed into a mainstream

medical-marijuana industry, raiding dis¬ 
pensaries up and down the coast, seizing 
property from landlords who were rent¬ 
ing to people growing or distributing pot, 
and hitting DeAngelo’s Harborside—the 
nation’s largest dispensary with more than 
90,000 members—with a $2.4 million tax 
bill, while also pressuring the dispensary’s 
landlord to evict. Oaksterdam was next. On 
April 2,2012, federal drug agents backed by 
local police raided the university in down¬ 
town Oakland, as well as Lee’s house, and 
seized his entire nursery; Lee announced 
a few days later that he was giving up the 
medical-marijuana business. 

The raids continued throughout 2012, 
with particular intensity in places where 
local officials had grown fed up with large 
numbers of dispensaries, such as Los 
Angeles, Orange County and especially 
Long Beach, which as my book reveals, 
engaged in a mercurial experiment with 
medical marijuana that will likely remain 
unrivaled in its hypocrisy in the annals 
of drug policy. Within the space of two 
years, the city invited cannabis clubs to 
pay tens of thousands of dollars to apply 
to win city approval, wrote an elaborate 
city ordinance mandating the cultivation 
of marijuana within city limits, engaged 
in a suspicious and sloppy lottery process 
to award clubs that had met the criteria, 
and then refused to provide any club with 
a permit. Meanwhile, the city frequently 
raided the clubs that had smartly avoided 
the lottery fiasco. Lawsuits by cannabis 
patients and dispensaries against the city 
were filed as a result; taken together, they 
could bankrupt Long Beach. 

By the eve of the U.S. presidential election 
in November 2012, it seemed official: The 
medical-marijuana movement had reached 
its apex, and it had failed. The industry that 
had boomed in the past three years was 
doomed to decline. And then on Election 
Day, voters in Washington and Colorado 


industry, becoming the fastest-growing 
economic engine in California before the 
feds swooped in and put pot back in its 
“proper” place. 

The weed runners who inhabit the 
book are pioneers of the future American 
pot economy, whatever form it ultimately 
takes. Some of them are martyrs who 
paved the way for the explosion of medical 
marijuana. They lost their liberty by trying 
to accomplish too much too soon. Others 
followed in their footsteps, some more 
cautiously than others, risking everything 
including their own freedom to push the 
limits of this grand experiment. 

As the book reveals, some weed runners 
have better intentions than others, and the 
well-intentioned ironically have tended to 
suffer worse fates at the hands of the law 
for their efforts. Some are smarter or just 
luckier than others, too. Generally speak¬ 
ing, these outlaw capitalists are the weed 
runners who have decidedly remained in 
the underground pot economy—or at least 
kept part of their portfolio firmly rooted in 
America’s illicit pot trade. They view them¬ 
selves as the next Jamesons and Johnnie 
Walkers. They are modern-day bootleggers 
who have helped lay the nationwide foun¬ 
dation for the brand-name marijuana of 
today and tomorrow. 

For them, the medical-marijuana indus¬ 
try—and the war to curtail it—is just a side¬ 
show. They know that until full legaliza¬ 
tion occurs, the real profits from pot will 
come from one source: smuggling weed 
across the country the good old-fashioned 
way. Regardless of the debate over medical 
marijuana, and certainly without regard 
for the law, they will be meeting America’s 
incessant demand for weed one high-risk 
shipment at a time.

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A Chef’s Toys ‘R’ Us 

Surfas has everything a cook needs, plus a cafe that makes a damn-good burger

I f the SOCO Collection in Costa Mesa 
weren’t already a cool scene with its 
permanent farmers’ market sheds; the 
OC Mix; and its eclectic grab bag of hip 
eateries such as Jeff Duggan’s Portola 
Coffee, Leonard Chan’s Shuck Oyster Bar 
and Noah Blom’s ARC, now there’s Surfas, 
which officially puts it over the top. 

Haven’t been to the original Surfas 
in Culver City? Take a 
Williams-Sonoma, mix it 
with a Costco, add a dash 
of Smart & Final, season it 
with a little bit of Whole 
Foods, and there you 
go. At its core, the place 
is a food hobbyist’s toy 
store where some major 
coin can be dropped on 
professional-grade equip¬ 
ment and supplies. Every 
conceivable gadget and 
doodad a chef, baker or 
restaurateur could ever 
need is here, from fancy 
cocktail skewers with 
those cute curlicue tops 
to a gigantic commercial 
mixer with a dough hook 
large enough to be mis¬ 
taken for one of the Queen 
Mary’s propeller blades. 

But there are things 
here even you, the casual 
home cook, never thought 
you always wanted. Ever 
wondered where you can 
buy one of those shiny, 
pocket-sized crumb scrap¬ 
ers the waiters at fancy 
places such as Mastro’s use 
to tidy up tables between 
the main course and des¬ 
sert? Or those compostable 
wooden forks, spoons 
and plates you’ve seen at 
Umami Burger that you 
thought would be cool 
for your backyard barbe¬ 
cue? They’re next to the 
waist-high deep fryers and 
the fast-food french fry 
scoops—all of it steps away 
from where you can liter¬ 
ally buy a kitchen sink. 

Surfas isn’t just tools and gear, though. 
A cheese and charcuterie counter takes 
up a whole corner of the store, where all 
kinds of cured meats can be paired with 
cheese wedges stinky, crumbly and blue- 
veined. You can ask the staff to assemble 
all of it as a party platter, or sample some 
right there as a cheese plate, accompanied 
by prepared salads you scoop up from 
a self-serve bar. Occasionally someone 
behind the counter bakes up a sample tray 
of garlic bread, its smells wafting through 
the entire store—the best advertising for 


the tubs of Surfas’ own brand of garlic 
butter, on sale in a cooler next to the fancy 
jars of caviar. 

There’s also a room with chairs facing a 
cooking-demonstration stage. And next to 
this, Surfas has its own restaurant, which 
shouldn’t be taken for granted as though 
it were the hot-dog stand at IKEA or the 
food court at Costco. This restaurant is 


a destination in and of itself because it 
makes one of the better burgers in the 
county. This is a serious adult burger—one 
that utilizes no less than a Kobe beef patty 
cooked to spec, then stung with just the 
right amount of Point Reyes blue cheese, 
a measured smear of horseradish mayo, 
fistfuls of arugula, red onion and a slice 
of tomato. This mass sits snug in a shiny, 
well-toasted challah bun well-suited for 
the messy, juicy characteristics of the 
sandwich. It ain’t cheap—but it’s worthy 
of the $13 price tag. You can also get a 
lamb burger for about the same price; it 


comes slathered with a chipotle ketchup 
that makes it taste almost like barbecue. 

No matter the sandwich—the burger; 
the pulled pork with shades of five-spice; 
the heirloom tomato, Mission fig and Tal- 
legio grilled cheese—all are automatically 
served with a thoughtfully assembled side 
salad. And the salads are exceptionally 
good here. Each leaf is tender and per¬ 
fectly dressed. You’d do 
well ordering the actual 
entree salads served in 
the deep metal bowls 
they’re tossed in. The 
roasted beet has the 
root vegetable slightly 
shriveled and concen¬ 
trated, nesting on pep¬ 
pery arugula, showered 
by feta, draped by rib¬ 
bons of prosciutto, and 
punctuated by the noisy 
crunch of marcona 
almonds that shat¬ 
ter as you bite down. 

A finishing touch of 
edible flowers is added 
for color—yes, edible 
flowers. The kitchen 
also does pizzas, baked 
to order in amorphous 
amoebas and topped 
with anything from 
plain cheese and a spe¬ 
cial non-spicy sauce 
for the kiddies to the 
full-on weirdness of the 
smoked salmon with a 
cream cheese schmear, 
red onion, dill and 
lemon zest. Though the 
crust is nothing more 
than flatbread dough, 
it crisps dutifully at the 
bottom and along the 
sides. Notice, though, 
the word “pizza” isn’t 
on the menu. 

You should also try 
the soups, which are 
always silky, and the 
macaroni and cheese, 
which hits that sweet 
spot between too 
soupy and too dry. Eat the latter while 
contemplating how there’s probably not 
a blue box of Kraft to be found anywhere 
in the store. Though, somewhere in that 
maze, there’s no doubt a pasta extruder 
on sale out of Professor Frink’s lab, 
should you decide you’re ready to make 
your own macaroni.

Bye-Bye, Banh Ml

W hat a difference a decade makes: 

In 2002, when I began my reign as 
this infernal rag's food critic, I still had to 
explain to readers what a banh mi was— 
this, even though y'all are supposed to 
be hip, unlike troglodytic Orange County 
Register readers. Little Saigon was still 
relatively foreign to the non-Vietnamese; 
Lee's Sandwiches had just opened off 
Bolsa Avenue; and the rest of the county 
still hadn't figured out that the foot-long 
marvel of baguette, meat, and pickled 
daikons and carrots was the greatest 
meal deal on Earth at a criminally low 
$1.50 per sandwich. 

Nowadays, Lee's has 16 locations across 
Orange County, twice as many as that 
other local ethnic chain gone big, Taquerfa 
de Anda. Second-wave banh mi shops 
Americanized the dish to get more of the 
mi chang (gabacho in Vietnamese) dollar. 
And now we have banh mi stores where the 
sandwich is almost an afterthought, a genre 
of which Lynda Sandwich is the premier 
example. Yes, they sell those titans of taste, 
offering the traditional stuffings (grilled or 
barbecued pork, vegetarian, or the julliened 
pig skin called bi) along with more inventive 
creations such as a silky fried-egg version, 
or one filled with crunchy shrimp cake. And 
these banh mis are delicious—not the best 
in Orange County, as those crazy Yelpers 
insist (it's still Banh Mi Cho Cu, kids!), but 
pretty close. Yet Lynda understands the 
banh mi craze is over, that it's now like get¬ 
ting a hamburger, so it offers other things 
as well: soups, bowls, pastries, and enough 
sinh tos (smoothies) to permanently disable 
this swamp of a heatwave we've experi¬ 
enced these past couple of weeks. 

Lynda has rightfully received the most 
attention for—of all things—its beignets. 

The one positive note that came from 
Hurricane Katrina is the wave of Big Easy 
Vietnamese residents who relocated to 0C, 
bringing along such traditions as crawfish 
boils, chicory coffee and beignets, those 
fried lengths of dough that make churros 
seem as tasteful as a broomstick. At Lynda's, 
an order results in a basket of fried dough in 
various sizes, from as small as a fingernail 
to things as long as a palm. Though freshly 
fried, there's little grease: it's all chewy 
superlatives, dusted with powdered sugar 
or—better yet—honey. While the banh 
mis are now a casualty of food inflation at 
more than $3 each (as with almost all of its 
competitors), it's the beignets that are one of 
OC's best deals at just more than $3. And it's 
the beignets I must now explain, the banh 
mis I merely mention—and the great OC 
melting-pot beat goes on.

I f you haven’t figured it out, our team 
likes it hot.

ROBERT SCHUELLER: Last year, after the 
season [in early October], owner Sharon 
Hernandez said we had to produce a cook¬ 
book for 2013. We published in June this 
year; the rest is history. 

Do you have a favorite fruit and/or vegetable? 
Favorite fruit this week is black Muscato 
grapes. Favorite vegetable this week is eda- 
mame—although it’s technically a legume. 
Favorite places to eat: 

Most sushi bars. 

We spotted Melissa’s on foursquare; when 
did social media become integrated into 
your business? 

About four years ago, we started with Face- 
book and Twitter. 

What is your most popular item? 

Melissa’s baby Dutch yellow potatoes. 

When is Hatch chile season? 

August through September.

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Irish I Were Hungry 

Shillelagh is the sweet grandma to 
next-door O’Connell’s surly grandpa 


I f O’Connell’s on Fourth Street is the 
drunken, surly grandfather of Long 
Beach’s dive bars, then its attached res¬ 
taurant, Shillelagh, is the sweet little grand¬ 
mother of neighborhood cafes. Because as 
much as locals haunt O’Connell’s by night 
for its shuffleboard-and-Jameson vibes, they 
seem to frequent Shillelaghs when the sun 
is out for the exact opposite—fresh comfort 
food, iced tea in mason jars and a cozy patio 
that fosters intimate conversations. 

Most people have their first taste of Shil¬ 
lelagh’s while day-drinking at the much- 
larger O’Connell’s, and the first revelation 
is usually, “Wait, this dive bar has a kitchen 
that serves soyrizo?” The second revelation 
is that kitchen is embedded inside of what 
resembles a small-town coffee shop, acces¬ 
sible through a doorway in the pool table 
room, and the staff within are infinitely less 
gruff than those tending bar next door. 

A vintage wall piano, donated decor 
and a forest’s worth of indoor plants 
make Shillelagh’s front dining room seem 
like a condensed Gypsy Den, but the real 
gem here is the back patio, built out into 
the parking lot and surrounded by a tall 
privacy fence that encapsulates a serene 
urban escape perfect for shaded summer¬ 
lunchtime lounging. Though it’s techni¬ 
cally an Irish-named restaurant next to 
an Irish bar, there are no bangers and 
mash or greasy-spoon plates here. Break¬ 
fasts can be a cilantro-pesto egg quesa- 
dilla with Portuguese sausage, turkey 
bacon and eggs, or a savory waffle topped 
with fresh fruit. And lunch options run 
the gamut from a thinly cut tri-tip sand¬ 
wich to a Rosarito pizza with refried 
beans and chicken. 

Everyone raves about Shillelagh’s exten¬ 
sive breakfast menu, but when dining with

others, it’s always appropriate to start with 
an order of the Irish nachos, which thank¬ 
fully replaces the traditional bacon overload 
with flavorful (and healthier!) veggie-bacon 
bits. Served in a large cast-iron skillet with 
noticeably fewer gobs of goodies than other 
versions around, Shillelagh’s mound of ele¬ 
vated cheese fries further bucks the trend 
by coming with a side of house-made salsa 
that is as sweet and smokey as the addictive 
dark stuff at Baja Fresh. 

Another anomaly on the eclectic 
menu is the BLT pizza; at only $7.95, it’s 
a standard cheese pizza (made with a 
hand-rolled thin-crust dough) topped 
with a mix of more veggie-bacon bits, 
romaine lettuce and juicy tomatoes, seem¬ 
ingly from the invisible garden next door. 
Tossed in a light ranch dressing—with 
some extra in a bowl on the side—the BLT 
pizza combines the vice of pizza with 
the healthiness of a salad for a mindfuck 
almost as weird as the fact you can still 
technically order a $4 Jameson-and-gin- 
ger from next door while you’re gorging 
on fake bacon. 

O’Connell’s might be the darkened spot 
in which to suck back some of grandpa’s 
cough medicine, but there’s nothing like 
the comfort of relaxing in grandma’s 
kitchen. And, of course, you need Shil¬ 
lelagh’s love to prep yourself for multiple 
drinks come nightfall.

T he weather has been hot as Hades 
lately, leaving us searching for a 
cool escape. Typically, we settle 
for something off a restaurant’s dessert 
menu.

Located a few doors down from 
Ramen Yamadaya, its cool candy-striper 
decor and thumping club music make 
for an anti-31-flavors parlour. The lines 
grow quickly, but service at Confetti 
surpasses most sit-down places. The 
staff are chill with mixing up samples of 
ALL of the advertised combinations— 
and there are dozens. You’re going to 
find a favorite, and if you don’t, that’s 
where the 5 percent comes in. Fruity, 
chocolatey, custard or flavored ice, it’s 
an endless stream of sweetness.

Jenni Rivera La Gran

B efore Mexican music legend (and Long 
Beach girl) Jenni Rivera tragically died 
in a plane crash late last year, she was final¬ 
izing two projects that were near and dear 
to her heart. One, we'll sadly never see: an 
ABC sitcom based on her amazing story as 
a teenage mom-turned-genius entrepreneur 
who never met a challenge she didn't 
conquer. The other one just reached 
store shelves last month: Jenni 
Rivera La Gran Senora Tequila, a 
line of the iconic Mexican liquorthat 
she spent years on before approving 
the right spirits to represent her as a 
bianco, reposado and anejo. 

I know what you're thinking: 
Celebrity-sponsored tequila is 
the bane of liquor. But you 
obviously never followed 
the career of Rivera, 
someone who never 
allowed inferior products 
to be attached to her name, 

THE DRINK 

The bianco (the first one 
on the market) is a perfect 
metaphor for Rivera. While 




Jenni rightfully earned her reputation as a 
ball-busting diva, La Gran Senora (The Grand 
Dame, for those of you who don't habla) also 
reflects her demure side. It has a nice, dense 
scent that turns into liquid fury upon touching 
your palate. But once it settles, the nuances 
start emerging: the vegetal beauty of the 
agave, a hint of earthiness, a lot of sass that's 
nevertheless of substance. Men can drink it 
and not feel like a wuss; gals can take a shot 
and feel ready to conquer machismo once 
and for all. 

La Gran Senora Tequila is already a 
smash, with bottles going for $200 apiece 
on eBay (it retails for $40). Locally, 
you can buy a bottle at Northgate 
Gonzalez supermarkets, where my 
daddy works as a troquero: folks in 
Los Angeles and the Inland Empire 
can go to their nearest Northgate or 
try their luck with the Vallarta and 
Cardenas chains. The tequila 
will soon appear in Texas 
and other states. And 
if you're lucky to find a 
bottle? Raise a copa to 
La Diva de la Banda, blast 
her epic "Los Ovarios" and 
marvel at her life.

The Coldest Blood Yet 

Blue Caprice finds fresh terror in the D.C. sniper case

W ith so many violent movies and 
lurid movies and straight-up 
bad movies, most just so much 
murderous product, it’s rare anymore to be 
seized by that feeling, as a film plays, that 
maybe there’s no reason for this particular 
violent or lurid or bad movie to exist. They 
simply do, crafted to ensure a return on an 
investment, and it’s left only to the naive to 
expect from them something like meaning. 

Blue Caprice is a violent movie whose 
mere existence you might wonder at. Here’s 
the true story of John Allen Muhammad 
(Isaiah Washington) and Lee Boyd Malvo 
(Tequan Richmond), the D.C. snipers, as 
they set to their grim business in the early 
days of this country’s war on terror. The 
events are seen entirely through their per¬ 
spectives, meaning the horrific material is 
unleavened by the usual reassuring heroics; 
don’t expect to see cops working desper¬ 
ately to stop the next shooting. Instead, 
here’s a matter-of-fact film that doesn’t 
bother with psychological explanations for 
its climactic killing spree, 93 minutes with 
a man and kid desperate to show America 
they matter. 

What it does bother with: the killers 
at target practice; the killers tricking out 
their 1990 Chevy Caprice; the killers lying 
in wait in a parking lot, drawing a bead on 
passersby. Much of this is chilling, heart- 


squeezed-in-your-chest stuff, and none of it 
is lurid or especially exploitative. Early on, 
when these men are, just as the rest of us, 
only potential killers, director Alexandre 
Moors charts their go-nowhere lives in 
suburban Tacoma, Washington. Life in the 
States seems to offer them little: Muham¬ 
mad, an American from New Orleans, is 
embittered and alone after an ugly divorce, 
and teen Malvo, a sort-of son Muhammad 
brought here from Antigua, never gets the 
chance to make a way for himself. Early on, 
one of the few times we see him on his own, 
he wanders between street and strip mall 
along a sad grass island, America a disori¬ 
enting blur about him. The moment resem¬ 
bles the alienating crush of New York City 
as experienced by the Nigerian heroine of 
Andrew Dosunmu’s outstanding Mother of 
George, another troubling study of the con¬ 
temporary immigrant experience. Before 
the kid can bring this life into some kind 
of focus, he’s going through gun training 
with Muhammad—and listening to lectures 
about just how glorious it would be to kill 
one random person each day for a month. 

All of this is well-acted and smartly 
shot—Washington plays Muhammad 
as commanding yet subtly rotten, and 
the spree is shown as calm, planned, all 
too easy to get away with, often scored 
to the disquieting choral minimalism of 


Arvo Part. The quality of the filmmaking, 
though, is not justification for the flick 
itself, which goes about its own grim busi¬ 
ness of re-creating actual crime scenes 
still in the collective memory. We already 
know these guys undertook their rampage, 
and we can guess at whatever alienation 
and hormonal imbalances set them off. But 
the movies are chockablock with killers 
already, even of the serial sniper variety, 
a subgenre Peter Bogdanovich mastered 
a full 45 years ago with Targets. The key 
question is whether this procedural—as in, 
here we watch killers proceed—contributes 
to any greater understanding. 

I believe it does. There’s not much here 
you don’t know about how killers kill—or 
why. The scenes of Muhammad teaching 
Malvo that guns and death are the only ways 
a good man can have agency in this world 
are potent, but they don’t reveal new facets 
of the masculine pathologies that have long 
gripped our mass shooters and shaped our 
popular entertainment. But there is some¬ 
thing to learn about us. As the film grinds 
toward its inevitable ending, and Rich¬ 
mond’s kid-face grows more hardened and 
harrowed with each murder, it’s hard not to 
feel for him some surprising empathy. 

Just before their road trip, Malvo handles 
himself well in a consultation with an arms 
dealer, and Muhammad smiles at him, 


proud—and you’ll likely be glad for the kid, 
despite your better judgment. Later, when 
a traffic cop knocks on the door of that 
Caprice as part of a routine stop, a twinge 
passed through me, one of those invol¬ 
untary responses to a suspenseful movie 
scene: a sting of they might get caught! fear. 
Blue Caprice plays like an experiment in 
the movies’ capacity to stir such empathy, 
to connect ourselves and our fear to char¬ 
acters performing the most despicable 
actions. It brings to mind that shower-death 
clean-up in Psycho, that moment when 
somehow, despite knowing Norman Bates 
is the killer, you still find yourself hoping 
that lake swallows the evidence. 

A breath later, of course, my sense 
returned. Instead of worrying this troubled 
kid might get arrested, I was terrified that 
he might not. But that first flush of emotion 
reveals the glory and danger of the mov¬ 
ies—that in them, we can be inspired to feel 
for anyone. 

That’s also one of our greatest capaci¬ 
ties: not that we’re easily manipulated or 
tricked into misplaced sympathy, but that 
our impulses toward understanding and 
identification are so strong that artists can 
pluck them like maestros. The tragedy, the 
fresh revelation of Blue Caprice is in watch¬ 
ing this boy have that humanity stolen 
from him. That’s why there are senseless 
killings—because too many men have too 
little to feel.

ADORE There's something unsettling 
about Anne Fontaine's Adore, and, 
surprisingly, it has nothing to do with 
the film's two middle-aged women who 
fall in love with each other's teenage 
sons. The cougars in question are Lil 
and Roz, best friends since childhood 
played with notable earnestness by 
Naomi Watts and Robin Wright. They 
are inseparable, save for an inexpli¬ 
cable amount of time spent hanging out 
with their barely legal sons—scantily 
clad beach forays, drinks after dinner, 
exchanged sexual histories: Nothing is 
off limits. After copious innuendo, Lil's 
hunky son, Ian (Xavier Samuel), finally 


seduces Roz, prompting a seemingly 
vengeful tryst between her equally 
hunky son, Tom (James Frecheville), 
and Lil. Flowever, there's more to this 
taboo foursome than unquenched pruri¬ 
ence; the couples fall in love. An idyllic 
Australian seaside provides the back¬ 
drop for this creepy, quasi-pedophiliac 
entanglement, which is just one of the 
many conspicuous ways the film shows 
its hand: The disparity between the 
inherently trashy appeal of the story 
and the self-serious way it's presented 
cripples much of the potential for 
enjoyment. The setup screams pulp, 
but the film doles out stately drama. 
Fontaine tenderly directs this Doris 
Lessing adaptation, striving for depth 
with material most would crassly play 
for comedy. Everything is meticulous, 
especially the nuanced performances 
by Watts and Wright, but there's no way 
to compensate for the final product.

CLOSED CIRCUIT There's a fine line 
between restrained and drab, and 
Closed Circuit falls just on the wrong 
side of it. Even though the film is set in 
modern-day London and produced by 
the same people who brought us Tinker 
Tailor Soldier Spy, it's curiously lack¬ 
ing in urgency. Eric Bana plays Martin 
Rose, a lawyer who's assigned, at the 
last minute, to defend Farroukh Erdogan 
(Denis Moschitto), a possible terrorist 
accused of playing a role in a deadly 
explosion in a London market. The case 
is hardly straightforward to begin with, 
but, as it turns out, the government has 
some classified evidence that it plans 
to use to prosecute Erdogan, info so 
secret that neither Erdogan nor his 
defense team is allowed to see it. So 
the attorney general—officiously jovial, 
as played by Jim Broadbent—appoints 
a special advocate, Claudia Simmons- 
Flowe (Rebecca Flail), who is allowed 
to see the evidence but must not 
disclose its contents to the defendant 
or his lawyers. The hitch: Claudia and 
Martin used to be lovers, and the affair 
didn't end well. The plot leans heav¬ 
ily on paranoia, and it's all supposed 
to make us question our assumptions 
about terrorism and the eagerness of 
world governments to find scapegoats. 
There's just no pulse to the story—it 
feels like a dutiful exercise. As a lead¬ 
ing man, or as anything, really, Bana 
is handsome only in a flavorless way. 
His brows are earnest, his chin finely 
chiseled, but so little personality comes 
through, I always find myself wanting 
to add an "I" to the end of his name. (R)

THE CONJURING Something like half 
the running time of the engaging new 
don't-go-in-the-basement thriller The 
Conjuring is devoted to showing us 
characters proceeding slowly into 
the basement, or into the maws of 
basement-like places we know they 
shouldn't go, often with just matches 
or a flashlight to guide them. Twice, 
deliciously, they're blindfolded. This 
is not a complaint. Damned if direc¬ 
tor James Wan, the auteur of Saw's 
rusted-edge cruelty, isn't an ace with 
enjoyable spookhouse trap-springing. 
Often, as members of his fetching 1970s 
family (headed by Lili Taylor and Ron 
Livingston) negotiate the hallways and 


crawlspaces of their triple-haunted 
farmhouse, Wan stirs the shivery feel¬ 
ing of passing through some midnight 
space you have no business being. He 
springs the surprises within patient 
long shots, timing things so they actu¬ 
ally do surprise, often letting the creepy 
stuff actually creep up—this is the 
rare horror film where the fear isn't in 
what terrible vision the movie might 
cut to but in what might reach from 
the shadows you're looking at. Too bad 
then that the terrors eventually prove 
so knowable. The story is limited by 
tricked-up Amity ville- style truth in ess 
and the comforting assumption that 
Catholic orthodoxy will flood the dark¬ 
ness from the world. Save Lili Taylor, 
who is compelling as the worried 
mother, and a clutch of young girls, the 
actors mostly look embarrassed by the 
material. Farmiga, as fine an actress as 
Hollywood has ever seen, is upstaged 
by a powder-blue '70s collar ruffled like 
a coffee filter. Screenwriters Chad and 
Carey Hayes bother to craft reasons 
for the characters to venture where 
they shouldn't, and the father even gets 
asked, "Why don't you move?" which 
suggests everyone involved is smarter 
than the movie. (R) Alan Scherstuhl. 
Countywide. 

ELYSIUM In Neill Blomkamp's dystopian 
science-fiction fantasy, Matt Damon's 
Max is a tattooed grunt stranded 
on the Earth of the future, a dismal, 
dried-out planet filled with have-nots 
who live short, brutish lives. The rich 
have long ago decamped to their own 
shiny, inhabitable satellite, Elysium, 
where all its citizens enjoy miraculous 
health-o-matic machines installed 
in every home. Following a series of 
unfortunate events—on this future 
Earth, there is no other kind—Max 
accepts a mission to help his fellow 
citizens. Among the obstacles in his 
way are Elysium's super-defensive 
secretary-of-defense-type Delacourt 
(Jodie Foster), who makes her entrance 
in a Jetsons-worthy tailored white 
dress and a Tilda Swinton haircut, look¬ 
ing so sharp you could cut yourself on 
her flaring nostrils. You don't have to 
be a bloodhound to smell an allegory 
shaping up here, particularly if you've 
seen writer-director Blomkamp's 2009 
debut feature, District 9, in which mem¬ 
bers of an extraterrestrial race who 
have landed on Earth are forced to live 
in grimy slums while humans get the 
cushy suburbs. Elysium doesn't have 
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District 9' s brashness. Thematically it 
looks and feels almost like a sequel, 
made with a lot more money though 
not with more ingenuity or feeling, and 
while Blomkamp's message is morally 
stalwart, his delivery system sure is 
a bummer. You can see why Damon 
would be attracted to this material, 
whose politics are in line with his own. 
But he looks sluggish even when he's 
on the run. In Elysium, not even cheer¬ 
ful, smart, principled, energetic Matt 
Damon can save the world without 
figuratively stopping every so often 
to say, "0y! My back!" (R) Stephanie 
Zacharek. Countywide. 

GETAWAY When Justin Bieber's favorite 
actress, Selena Gomez, survives a bad 
B-movie with more dignity than her 
costar, Oscar nominee Ethan Hawke, 
the end times must be near. Hawke 
is Brent Magna, a failed race car 
driver turned crook turned reformed 
husband who returns to his Sofia, 
Bulgaria, apartment to find that his wife 
has been kidnapped. By cell phone, 
a mystery man (Jon Voight) orders 
Magna to steal a smokin' hot Shelby 
GT500 Super Snake Mustang and drive 
it recklessly—endangering Christmas 
revelers citywide—as ordered, or the 
wife dies. The villain has more on his 
mind than killing pedestrians, but since 
their hero is a washed-out depressive 
(a Hawke specialty), screenwriters 
Sean Finegan and Gregg Maxwell 
Parker provide Magna with a brainy 
passenger known as The Kid (Gomez, 
working hard) to sort things out. She's 
a pain, but she has kick-ass tech skills, 
and is soon hacking the bad guy's 
onboard computer. What's weird is that 
director Courtney Solomon appears 
more intrigued by The Kid's computer 
derring-do than he is by his core 
assignment: to send cars flying through 
the air with destructive grace. The 
smash-and-crash chase scenes are 
numbingly dull. The only mercy? Two 
dimensions, not three. (PG-13) Chuck 
Wilson. Countywide. 

THE MORTAL INSTRUMENTS: CITY 
OF BONES The ingredients of suc¬ 
cessful young-adult fantasy franchises 
have, with repetition, become imme¬ 
diately apparent: easily identifiable 
heroes and immersive, magical world¬ 
building. For every multi-film Harry 
Potter phenomenon there's a handful of 
Golden Compasses or Eragons, indicat¬ 
ing that the target demo, adolescents, 
are savvy consumers. They know that 
the best of these series construct 
deeply felt mythologies around charac¬ 
ters fans feel like they could somehow 
be. The first adaptation of Cassandra 
Clare's The Mortal Instruments novels, 
City of Bones, does neither, playing 
onscreen as an endless parade of 
derivative genre tropes, even tedious 
and convoluted when it dares to break 
the formula—there may or may not be 
an incest subplot. Lily Collins headlines 
as Clary Fray, a teenager who quickly 
discovers that she and her mother, 
Jocelyn (Lena Headey), are shadow- 
hunters, those of angelic blood who 
hunt demons. Jace Wayland (Jamie 
Campbell Bower), another shadow- 
hunter, comes to her rescue when Clary 
discovers that her mother is missing. 
Simon (Robert Sheehan), Clary's best 
friend, is a mundane, a person unable 
to see these magical realms. Together, 
the trio begins the usual epic adventure 
of good vs. evil in which ancient worlds 
collide and Jonathan Rhys Meyers 
and Jared Harris engage in swordplay. 
The nomenclature varies slightly, but 
there's little new or exciting in City of 
Bones. For strong female role models 
and unique fantasy settings, stick with 
The Hunger Games. The adaptation 
of the second book has already been 
announced, but the series already 
seems as if it has outlived its mortality.

SHORTTERM 12 Easily one of the best 
films so far this year, Destin Daniel 
Cretton's Short Term 12 is a nearly 
perfect blend of pimple-faced natural¬ 
ism, moral fury, social insight, and 
unsentimental but devastating drama. A 
glammed-down Brie Larson is luminous 
as Grace, a supervisor at a short-term 
foster-care facility, where she and 
three other idealistic but exhausted 
twentysomethings care for a handful of 
minors, smoothly switching from older 
sibling or camp counselor to orderly 
or bloodstain-cleaner. Grace and her 
crew exercise firm control over their 
charges, some of whom cope better 
than others. But they're hamstrung 
by the relative powerlessness of their 
low-status positions, forced to stand by 
while the kids' lives are administered 
by well-meaning therapists and social 
workers whose knowledge is more 
academic than actual. Cretton elicits 
strong, unaffected performances from 
his child actors, focusing on two in 
particular: Marcus (Keith Stanfield), 
a 17-year-old terrified of aging out of 
foster care when his birthday arrives in 
a week, and Jayden (Kaitlyn Dever), a 
creative younger teen whose raccoon 
eyes and poses of studied rebellion 
cover up some serious bruising and 
scars. Marcus and Jayden immediately 
demand sympathy not because they're 
children, but because they're such 
believable ones. Short Term 12's great¬ 
est achievement is its ability to paint 
a double portrait of abuse—a larger 
exploration of the enduring effects of 
violent trauma, as well as an intimate 
depiction of a damaged but hopeful 
and persevering individual. It's a bold 
and sensitive vision—and one that 
shouldn't be missed (R) Inkoo Kang.

THE SPECTACULAR NOW In The 

Spectacular Now, two kids as specific 
as you are fall into slow, uncertain 
love, their hearts filling up with each 
other but not always synchronously. 

You know that person you made out 
with one weekend in high school, the 
one whose kiss made the world fall 
away—but then breezed by like you 
didn't exist during Monday's passing 
period? There's plenty of that here, 
but with one thing that really would 
have helped backthen: a clear sense 
of psychology. The lovers here are 
not a natural match, and when apart 
they have to dare themselves to keep 
going—it would be simpler for Sutter 
Keely (Miles Teller), a Georgia small 
town's king of beers, to party on with¬ 
out Aimee Finicky, a college-bound 
tutor-type whose wallflower-to-beauty 
transformation isn't ridiculous. Shailene 
Woodley's shy Aimee heads to school 
with bigger things to worry about than 
teen beauty—popular high school 
boys truly might be dumb enough not 
to notice her until the day she turns up 
fetchingly tanned and tank-topped at 
a campground kegger. She's a tender, 
moving creation, marvelously played. 
The movie is the boy's story, of course, 
as serious film romances unfailingly 
are. Fortunately, this boy is a slothful 
charmer, as drunk on his own good 
humor as he is on the contents of his 
flask, the kind of movable fiesta a young 
Tom Flanks could have played. Unlike 
his '80s comedy forbears, this slob is 
treated as a dismaying riddle rather 
than a beacon of everydude honesty— 
his challenge isn't to triumph over the 
stock-type snobs, it's to shape all his 
likable traits into a self with some¬ 
thing to offer the adult world. (R) Alan 
Scherstuhl. Countywide. 

THE WORLD'S END The laddish 
pleasures of The World's End, Edgar 
Wright's comedy about middle-aged 


guys drinking beer and facing mortality, 
come with a bittersweet edge. In the 
old days, the lead character, Gary King, 
used to be the coolest kid in his school, 
at least in the outlaw sense: He'd strut 
through his English town in a black 
coat and Sisters of Mercy T-shirt, and 
the establishment could kiss his royal 
arse. Except it didn't. Cut to the pres¬ 
ent, where Gary, jobless and aimless, 
gets his old mates together so they can 
complete the massive pub crawl they'd 
begun, though never finished, 20-odd 
years earlier. The present-day Gary, 
played by Simon Pegg, has kept the 
coat and the T-shirt. The clothes still fit 
him; what he can't see is that they no 
longer suit him. But wait—that makes 
The World's End, the third comedy from 
the writing team of Pegg and Wright, 
sound way too serious. And it's really 
only sort of serious, when it's not being 
totally ridiculous. Like Shaun of the 
Dead and Hot Fuzz, The World's End is 
a big, shaggy dog of a thing, a free-spir¬ 
ited ramble held together by off-kilter 
asides, clever-dumb puns, and seem¬ 
ingly random bits of dialogue that could 
almost become catchphrases in spite of 
themselves. (Since seeing The World's 
End I've often found myself muttering, 
for no earthly reason, "Fuck off, you big 
lamp!") Like Shaun of the Dead, The 
World's End also features a supernatu¬ 
ral element, though Wright has begged 
critics not to give too much of it away. 
But he never said we couldn't call it 
Invasion of the Body Snatchers meets 
Diner, so there you go. (R) Stephanie 
Zacharek. Countywide. 

YOU'RE NEXT On Sept. 17,2011,1,000 
protestors set up tents in Manhattan's 


financial district and dubbed themselves 
Occupy Wall Street. Four days later, 
Lionsgate purchased You're Next—a 
home invasion slasher that slices up a 
family of 1 percenters—and should have 
released it immediately. Instead, the 
studio sat on it and let The Purge seize 
the Zeitgeist. But, hey, at least the rich are 
still rich, and boy, do the rest of us like 
watching them get stabbed by stalkers in 
animal masks. Our prey are burrowed into 
the mansion of millionaire Paul Davison, 
who's hosting a fete for his heavily medi¬ 
cated wife (Barbara Crampton) and their 
four precociously named adult children, 
Crispian (A.J. Bowen), Felix (Nicholas 
Tucci), Aimee (Amy Seimetz), and Drake 
(Joe Swanberg). The kids are brats, yet 
each has managed to squire a significant 
other to dinner. If, deep down, their dates 
are in it for the inheritance, who cares? 
Soon, everyone will be served up like a 
pork chop. Adam Wingard's brisk and 
brutal thriller celebrates the quick kill; 
with 10 people to whack, there's no time 
to waste. As for the silent-but-deadly 
killers, they're tramping around in com¬ 
mando gear like rabbit Rambos while 
the Davisons quiver like boiled carrots. 
Unlike most horror flicks, which save their 
creativity for elaborate killers (It's a ghoul! 
From Egypt! Who was molested by his 
great-aunt and wears her skin!) or kills 
(It's an ice pick attached to a corkscrew 
attached to a forklift that's now attached 
to your face!), You're Next streamlines 
the gory stuff for something truly shock¬ 
ing: good characters. Not deep, mind 
you. But characters who are crayoned 
in bright enough that they're interesting 
even while alive.

(and Cat-and-Hawk) Show 

‘Rescue Me’ exhibit at Magoski Arts Colony raises funds 

to save animals from euthanasia

I ’m a cat guy, owner of two rescued tab¬ 
bies, one from a supermarket dumpster 
in which her mother had given birth, 
the other from an animal shelter. I’ve had 
Claudia since I could hold her in the palm 
of my hand; underweight runt of the litter, 
she would fall asleep perched on my chest. 
Still with me 15 years later, she’s now a lit¬ 
tle rickety with age, having difficulty jump¬ 
ing up on the bed—kitty 
stairs are in her future. The 
other, Smudge, is the most 
vocal cat I’ve ever had. As 
I walked into OC Animal 
Care, she made immedi¬ 
ate eye contact with me, 
held it and meowed her 
way into my life. She had 
been abandoned on the 
street, so she’s periodically 
scratchy/feral; it took some 
time before we came to the 
mutual understanding that 
her pissing on my leather 
couch is unacceptable. 

As a result, I’m an 
easy mark for the Egan 
Gallery’s “Rescue Me” 
exhibition at the Magoski 
Arts Colony. Not that I 
don’t have quibbles, but 
unlike other Art With an 
Agenda shows I’ve seen, 
overt politics takes a back 
seat to the art itself: If you 
haven’t been privy to a 
post card or read a press 
release, you wouldn’t 
know that if you buy the 
art, some of the proceeds 
goes to rescue animals 
targeted for euthanasia. 

Small Miracle, Craig 
Barker’s oil-and-mixed- 
media portrait of a head¬ 
less, tattooed human tethered to her tiny 
Chihuahua, starts things off: a joy of under¬ 
statement, the leash is a nifty metaphor 
for our umbilical bonding. Kelly Castillo’s 
tongue-in-cheek You Don’t Choose the 
Pug Life takes it up a mystical notch, her 
subject’s head tilted back, eyes blank and 
faded Greek-statue white, eight psyche¬ 
delic visions of pug splendor arrayed about 
her head as though a Buddhist halo. John 
Sollom’s Black Poodle is also the center 
of the universe, painted into the middle 
of a gold automotive fan, suggesting a 
majestic sunburst. Cars have a tendency 
to separate owners from their pets, so the 
commemorative-grave-plaque subtext also 
works. The yin/yang of love/loss is further 
represented by Sollom’s Brianna and Found 


Ocaso, small, ingenious paintings of ads 
pleading for lost (and found) animals. 

Symbiosis is the overriding theme of 
much of the work, especially Nick Bax¬ 
ter’s Invocation of Trust, with its image 
of an animal claw wrapped around a 
human thumb, the title of this oil paint¬ 
ing on a wood panel saying everything. 
Likewise with Valerie Lewis’ two lov¬ 


ing, evocative canvases, Heaven Holds 
a Place and Familiars. In the former, a 
dog watches alertly as it lays beside the 
feet of its owner, the two of them at rest 
in a bevy of flowering ivy tendrils, the 
latter a young woman holding a dog in 
her lap, surrounded by dark smudges of 
black and blue, their love a protection 
from the bruising darkness of the world 
around them. Fanciful imagery by way of 
cartoons and sketches are also abundant, 
the most notable being Michelle Orozco’s 
tiny acrylic-ink-on-paper foursome, The 
Adventures of Peach and Snidely. Under- 
priced to my eye, the delightful illustra¬ 
tions are a feminist take on Adventure 
Time— with a young girl and her cat 
replacing Jake the Dog and Finn the 


Human—with Orozco’s duo diving for 
sunken treasure, hanging out in a jungle, 
playing Indians or hot-air ballooning 
amid seagulls. 

The handful of missteps in the intimate 
gallery are all captivating in their own 
way—but they are pieces that make one 
wonder why they’re included, considering 
the context of the show. Most obviously, 

Chantal Menard’s Seventh 
Son is an attractive, mourn¬ 
ful assemblage, its che¬ 
rubic portrait of a young 
boy on a green Russian 
ammo box surrounded by 
gold-painted fake flowers, 
a decapitated crocodil¬ 
ian head and the severed 
leg of a goat. At any other 
time, I’d be a big booster 
for this powerful, mesmer¬ 
izing work, but using body 
parts in a show dedicated 
to the caring of animals 
seems more thoughtlessly 
ironic than thoughtful. 

I’m equally confused by 
what I was supposed to 
come away with from Gene 
Guynn’s Wiccan soft porn, 
Nymph St Satyr, with its 
bare-breasted Goth girl 
eye-fucking the viewer as 
she hovers above the dis¬ 
embodied, possibly severed 
head of a goat. 

With “Rescue Me” 
focused almost exclusively 
on the sentimental and 
affectionate, the inclusion 
of these darker images 
seems more accidental 
than an attempt at a bal¬ 
ancing act, but it’s impor¬ 
tant to stress that the point 
of view in art doesn’t have to be about 
representing both the dark and the light 
sides of the equation. (I, for one, don’t need 
Sarah McLachlan to be singing over pic¬ 
tures of the emaciated and abandoned to 
make me give a damn.) What curator Cody 
Raiza and her fine collection succeeds in 
doing is reminding us of the love missing 
from the lives of so many animals, giving 
us a nudge in the right direction, and then 
quietly trusting we’ll do what we can to 
correct the situation.

Gluten-Free 

Gluttony 

S ince when did a gluten-free diet turn 
from a necessary lifestyle choice for 
poor, bloated souls into part of the organic/ 
raw/vegan/low-carb/pa leo/caveman/ 
you're-so-annoying-l'm-gonna-punch-you 
food trend? It has gotten so bad you can't 
even tell anymore if that customer at a res¬ 
taurant who asked for 50 modifications to 
his sandwich actually suffers from celiac 
disease or is just a twit. 

Then again, maybe there's a there 
there. According to a 2011 New York Times 
article, 1 in 133 people suffer from celiac 
disease, which makes the population of 
bright-eyed people shopping in the gluten- 
free aisle at Mother's Market a little more 
understandable. But their wheatless exis¬ 
tence isn't flavorless: The surge in gluten- 
free lifestyles has led to a boom of prod¬ 
ucts, some of which are actually edible. 

There are others you want to avoid. 

Take French Meadow's Gluten-Free 
Chocolate Chip Cookie. It looks straight out 
of Mrs. Field's oven, but tastes like hollow 
sadness soaked in Splenda. The cookies 
remind me of those awesome store-brand 
ones with the pink frosting and sprinkles 
that make you feel as though you're gonna 
die after eating one ... except with no 
flavor to make them worthwhile. 

Gluten-free pasta is hardly better. 
Rustichella makes a rice-and-corn sub¬ 
stitution in pretty boxes, but the package 
is about the only good thing; the pasta 
is awkwardly chewy and will absorb the 
flavor of whatever you pair it with instead 
of complement it. 

The one gluten-free foodstuff compa¬ 
nies seem to have perfected is bread. Udi's 
makes every kind of multigrain, flax-seed, 
baked-with-birdseed bread you can imag¬ 
ine, and the loaves taste close to the real 
thing. The only obvious difference is the 
texture—light and airy, not as dense as 
normal bread. 

But don't go thinking these foods will 
slim you down, says Pat Douglas, an 
honest-to-goodness diagnosed gluten- 
intolerant gal. "Some people think this food 
can make you lose weight, but that's not 
true," she says. "You still have to watch 
what you eat."

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Laugh, Shut Up 

Todd Glass explains the rules of comedy shows 


odd Glass may be a pro at making you 
laugh, but he’s equally adept at mak¬ 
ing you shut the eff up. That means 
you, hecklers. If you’ve been to an Improv in 
the past few years, you’ve likely seen Glass’ 
face on a recorded PSA instructing you on the 
two simple principles of being an audience

member at a comedy show: “Laugh, shut up. 
Laugh, shut up.” The way he shuts down the 
chatty folks in the crowd between his sharp 
observations reminds us why he’s the right 
guy to make that little announcement. For 
more than 30 years, Glass has popped up on 
television shows, including Lust Comic Stand- 
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ing, Louie and Tosh.O, as well as almost 
every late-night talk show you can name. 
And he now has a regular podcast, The 
Todd Glass Show. We caught up with Glass 
to talk about what kinds of things comics 
and the crowd should be allowed to say 
during a standup set. (Hint: Your options 
include laughing and shutting up.) 

OC WEEKLY; You’ve been known to shut a 
heckler down a time or two in your career. 

Do you think hecklers are getting the clue? 
TODD GLASS: You know, a lot of times, 
hecklers cover a wide spread. The vicious 
heckler doesn’t hardly happen at all. A lot 
of times, it’s just someone who’s talking 
too loud and is disruptive either because 
they’re disinterested or because the joke 
reminded them of something, and they 
keep talking and talking. I have zero toler¬ 
ance for anyone who is disrupting a show. I 
set my standards high on what an audience 
should be because 99 percent of audience 
members know exactly how to act. That’s 
how you know it’s very doable. I’m very 
strict on that, and I do it out of respect for 
the audience. And again, a majority of them 
are great! But I’m not going to lie: It annoys 
the fuck out of me, too! 

Someone once told me, “A comic might tell 
a rape joke, but they’re not going out and 
telling you to rape someone!” What do you 
think is off-limits when it comes to comedy? 
Well, I don’t think the topic should be 
judged because I do think any topic can be 
funny. But your attempt at the joke can be 
judged. I defend the right that you should 
be able to talk about anything—and I do 
mean anything. And I also defend that any 
topic can be funny. Abso-fucking-lutely. 
Now here comes the part that maybe some 
people will disagree with: When you do the 
joke, people do have the right to react to it. 
If you’re going to make a joke about a topic, 
why not make a joke that is going to stand 
the test of time? So, I do think that every¬ 
thing is open to discussion, but I also think 
that people have the right to discuss it once 
you talk about it. And just because people 
discuss whether your joke was good or not, 
it doesn’t mean they’re negating that you 
have the right to tell it. So, I don’t defend 
all rape jokes, but the right to tell them? 
Absolutely. I don’t have any in my set, but 
I’d critique them as I would any of my own 
jokes. If you make a joke about rape, can¬ 
cer or AIDS ... Yeah, you want to think a 
little harder before you do that joke! 
How’dyou hook up with Nerdist to do a pod¬ 
cast on their network? 

It seems as though it was only two or three 
years ago, but Chris Hardwick was one 
of the few people producing podcasts. 

He just approached me, and I was like, 
“Great!” The reason people fell in love 
with podcasting is because it’s basically 
giving radio the purity of standup.... 
Besides standup, my podcast is my other 
favorite thing in the world to do. It’s just 
hanging out with guests and friends and 
being silly. It’s like being 13, but we’re 
adults who get to play, and at the same 
time, you get to smoke pot. [Laughs.]

The Friars of Thump 

At Blast Cult, building upright basses is a sonic religion

J ason Burns hates Guitar Center. 

Now, plenty of career musicians 
will happily trash retail music stores 
and their Wal-Mart-ized supply of over¬ 
priced and underwhelming instruments. 
But Burns isn’t some bitter bluesman 
on a barstool—he’s the owner and lead 
builder at Blast Cult, an elite brand that 
makes upright basses for everyone from 
Willie Nelson to Cirque du Soleil. For 
Burns and his team, it’s all about quality, 
quantity be damned. 

“With the staff we have, 20 instruments 
maxes us out on a busy month, so we can 
keep the quality control right,” Burns says. 
“In those big-box stores, you have people 
fingering these $200 guitars, and then 
[the stores] want to send them back to you 
because they’re scratched.... Even five 
years from now, we’ll only be able to make 
so many, so it’s a little more special.” 

Keeping their products special is more 
than a job to the Blast Cult bunch. The 
company describes the work as a “Sonic 
Religion,” making these luthiers (a fancy 
word for instrument-makers) clergy as 
much as craftsmen. Building each upright 
bass is about a month-long process, and 
it all happens in Blast Cult’s headquar¬ 
ters in Orange, tucked into a nondescript 
office park a short distance from Anaheim 
Stadium. Every piece of each instrument 
is made by hand, from the first cut of 
wood to the last layer of eye-popping cus¬ 
tom paint. 

Launched from the ashes of Burns’ previ¬ 
ous shingle, King Doublebass, Blast Cult 
instruments are designed to stand up to the 
daily trials of working musicians. Each one 


comes with the lessons learned over more 
than 20 years of trial and error, as Burns 
tried to keep his own instruments in one 
piece on the road. Upright basses are tricky 
beasts—heat and humidity can cause glued 
wood joints to separate or warp, and bumps 
and bruises from touring can eventually 
tear a bass apart. “I used to spend nights 
after shows in my hotel room, gluing pieces 
back together,” the Louisiana native says. 

The body of Blast Cult’s signature 
One4Five double bass is made from five- 
ply laminated maple and held together 
with Gorilla Glue, a foaming goo usually 
found in Home Depot, not an instru¬ 
ment workshop. 

“It’s a little nontraditional,” Burns says 
with a chuckle, “but if you’re playing in a 
real warm climate, and you’re going north 
for your next show, a 20- or 30-degree 
difference won’t make your bass snap 
apart. [Traditional] glue will break apart 
in the heat, but with Gorilla Glue, the 
wood is more likely to break before the 
glue joints do.” 

Blast Cult’s instruments provide an 
antidote to upright breakdowns, especially 
for players outside of the jazz or classical 
world. Rockabilly, psychobilly and any 
other ’billy bassists can thrash away with¬ 
out fearing for their instrument’s life. 

“You’ll see guys out there, slinging 
[basses] around, dragging them across the 
stage, standing on them,” Burns says. “It’s 
still a musical instrument; we don’t design 
them as step stools or ladders, but we want 
them to hold up.” 

Capturing the range of the upright bass 
sound, especially for the slap players, is the 


gospel that sanctifies Blast Cult. 

“No one wants to carry an upright and 
all the gear that comes with it just to get 
onstage and it sound like an electric bass,” 
Burns says. “They want the sound.” 

To that end, Burns and his sonic monks 
developed the Monolux pickups, an 
adjustable piezoelectric pickup encased in 
hardwood and designed to fight an ampli¬ 
fied upright’s worst enemy: feedback. 

Burns also managed to combine the two 
great loves of any rockabilly fan—music 
and Murray’s pomade, the orange can 
of hair wax no greaser can live without. 
“I’m not a guitar player, but I love guitar 
pedals. My original idea was to make a 
little delay [pedal] and stick it in a Mur¬ 
ray’s can,” Burns says. After some time in 
the lab, Blast Cult emerged with a “secret 
recipe” delay pedal based on its own cir¬ 
cuit design, all housed under that famous 
tin lid. “The pedal comes with a real can 
of Murray’s and a comb,” Burns says. “The 
whole idea was to make something for 
rockabilly guys.” 

The rabid commitment to low-end 
perfection and slick details has put Blast 
Cult basses in the hands of upright play¬ 
ers around the world, creating a prestige 
among pro musicians that can go unnoticed 
by the average Guitar Center axe-groper. 

“There’s not a lot of glory in this job, 
but there’s a lot of self-satisfaction,” Burns 
says. “When you finish an instrument with 
your own hands, that’s pretty cool.”

My broom is so tired. Why? Because 
I had to get to New England for the first 
night of the Blondie/Xtour in Hampton 
Beach, New Hampshire. 

The first show was at Hampton Beach 
Casino, which—just like the casino on 
Catalina Island—is a ballroom, not a 
gambling hall! There was, however, this 
strange mini-gambling casino down the 
beach. I lost $60 there, but the fact that it 
was small and local made it worth losing 
every cent, just to be playing cards with 
people with identities and histories and 
personalities; it was so old-fashioned, 
American and familiar. 

Blondie was outstanding during 
sound check. Hearing Debbie Harry sing 
"Maria" in an empty, turn-of-the-century 
ballroom was so tingling! And the audi¬ 
ence at the show was fantastic—it was 
amazing to see the energy of some of 
the hardcore X and Blondie fans, plus 
people seeing us for the first time. And 
I hate to sound biased, but our set was 
pretty great... at least that's what I've 
been told. 

During Blondie's set, Debbie sported 
a black gown, black dunce cap and this 
glorious pair of gold Chanel sneakers that 
somebody had given to her just prior to 
getting onstage. 

I also got to hang out with so many 
good people—20-, 21-, 45-, 50-, 57-year- 
olds—between the X set and Blondie, 
diving into conversations about punk, new 
wave, New York and LA, and the sense of 
originality lost in most music today. 

I have to admit, though, I actually did 
find plenty of good music from the mod¬ 
ern age thanks to countless hours listen¬ 
ing to the Underground Garage channel 
on Sirius Radio. Among the cream of the 
crop were the Hurricanes, a band from 
OC, along with Skating Polly from Okla¬ 
homa City (you can call me biased since I 
produced their album). 

At this stage in my career, it's amaz¬ 
ing to still run into fans who've been 
with X since the '80s as they share their 
stories of the old days and bring their 
kids to the shows. Considering we only 
have so much time on this earth (nobody 
ever tells us how much), tours such as 
these always create so many magical 
moments. And tonight was an exciting, 
lovely beginning. 

Tomorrow, we drive to Niagara Falls 
and play, then leave the next day for 
Atlantic City. The weather is nice here. 
But I do miss my dogs a lot.

Bleeding Rainbow take another stab at grunge

iven the cyclical nature of 
DIY music, that grunge is 
back in vogue shouldn’t be a 
surprise. Like a stash of crushed alu¬ 
minum, all neatly bagged and sitting 
in someone’s garage, ’90s rock was 
just waiting for an indie band such as 
Bleeding Rainbow to throw it in their 


tour van and cash in on the recycling. 

The Philadelphia quartet, led by 
the husband-and-wife team of Rob 
Garcia (guitar/vocals) and Sarah 
Everton (bass/vocals), will tenta¬ 
tively release their fourth record, 
Interrupt, on Brooklyn-based label 
Kanine Records in February 2014.

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In advance of that, they’ve been racking up 
serious van mileage this year, playing close 
to 100 dates across the country, “trying 
to make it pay,” as famously sung by Neil 
Young on his anthem to road-warrior tour¬ 
ing acts, “Out On the Weekend.” 

“It’s taken quite a while for things to 
catch up, but I feel like we’re in the realm 
of self-sustaining right now,” says Garcia. 
This is Bleeding Rainbow’s first time on 
the road as a headliner, and Garcia has high 
hopes it will establish them as a bona fide 
national act. 

“We’ve been pushing really hard,” he 
says. “We get anxious when we’re at home 
with nothing to do, so touring kind of 
makes us feel proactive.” 

Garcia and Everton launched Bleeding 
Rainbow as a two-piece in 2010; Everton 
played the drums then, and the duo’s 
sound was enveloped in grimy analog 
experimentation, as evidenced on their 
debut, Mystical Participation. The follow¬ 
up, Prism Eyes, drew a neat comparison 
to an uptempo Dum Dum Girls—bubble- 
gummy hooks awash in reverb, a style 
that represented a more straight-ahead 
approach to songcraft. For their Kanine 
debut, Yeah Right, released this past Janu¬ 
ary, Everton switched to bass, and they 
added lead guitarist Al Creedon (who finds 
a cool middle ground between Adrian 
Belew and Kurt Cobain) and drummer 
Greg Frantz. With its dark, loud and 
sludgy feel, Yeah Right tapped directly into 
the band’s oft-cited influences, My Bloody 
Valentine and Sonic Youth. 

“We’ve always liked that psychedelic 
noise-trippy stuff,” Garcia says. “We were 
still figuring out how everything worked 
as a four-piece, so we explored a lot of ave¬ 
nues to see how far we could push it.” 

If Yeah Right were the tell predicting the 
band’s shift toward full-on grunge revival, 
Interrupt lays the cards right down on the 
table. “We were listening to a lot of aggres¬ 
sive music, like Hiisker Du, Nirvana, Black 
Flag, Green Day—stuff from the early ’90s,” 
Garcia says. 

For Interrupt, the band brought in a new 
drummer, Robi Gonzalez of the hard-hit¬ 
ting NYC noise-rock outfit A Place to Bury 
Strangers, to help to define their latest vec¬ 
tor toward the punk side of grunge. 

Garcia acknowledges that a lot of indie 
bands have begun to gravitate toward this 
kind of raw power. “I feel like it’s a reaction 
to music that was popular a couple of years 
ago—like, that kind of prissy, watered- 
down, no-emotion, indie-pop thing was 
super-popular. Kids now are just sick of 
that and are liking the more aggressive, 
guitar-based music.” 

This shift to what Garcia calls “grimy” 
should be fortuitous for many East Coast 
DIY bands. “There’s a real working-class 
vibe,” he says, “and I feel like that’s pretty 
pervasive throughout. 

“People know they gotta work really 
hard,” Garcia adds. “There are a lot of 
people really going for it.”

South Bay 
Straightedge 

G rowing up in the slums of San Pedro, 
Walter Delgado developed aggres¬ 
sive instincts that helped him to survive. 
Between pummeling breakdowns and 
shrieking freak-outs onstage, the muscle- 
bound front man for Rotting Out jumps 
around as though he's a crazed, sweaty 
animal. As with their forebearers such as 
Suicidal Tendencies, Rotting Out purge 
their knowledge of the roughest Southern 
Californian streets onto every audience. 

As one of the pillars in the current hard¬ 
core scene, Rotting Out continue earning 
respect for their DIY roots. "Everyone's try¬ 
ing to mooch and make a dollar off some¬ 
body else. The [fewer] people involved, the 
prouder you feel about doing everything 
yourself," Delgado says. "Anyone can 
record a demo on their computer and can 
upload that on Bandcamp and have 1,000 
people hear it by the end of the night. You 
can call a pressing company and put out 
your own vinyl." 

Growing up on the outskirts of LA in 
the South Bay shaped Delgado's outlook 
from an early age. "There's one way in and 
one way out [of my hometown]," he says. 
"Everyone in the town is super-locals only'; 
you can always tell who's an outsider." 

In high school, Delgado struggled with 
alcoholism and drug addiction before get¬ 
ting turned on to straightedge culture by 
listening to Orange County hardcore band 
Throwdown. "[Straightedge] was just the 


kind of motivation I needed" to get clean, 
he says. The band's music even lured him 
into his first hardcore show at the now- 
defunct Showcase Theatre in Corona. 
"When the Showcase Theatre got shut 
down, a lot of people lost hope [in the local 
scene]," Delgado says. "But people started 
opening up othervenues and letting hard¬ 
core acts play." 

Though there are fewer OC venues for 
bands such as Rotting Out to play these 
days, they continue to produce new 
music. The relentless smash of chugging 
distortion and strained shrieking fueled by 
textbook skate punk carries an extra dose 
of hair-raising aggression in the title track 
of the band's 2013 release, The Wrong 
Way, with its machine-gun snare and 
gang vocals. 

Now, bands from surrounding areas 
have come together to fill the void left by 
Orange County's declining scene—includ¬ 
ing Xibalba from the Inland Empire, Alpha 
& Omega from the Valley and Delgado's 
South Bay outfit. "The OC scene is just 
mostly kids who go to shows," Delgado 
says. "It's a big deal because touring 
bands can playthe Glass House in Pomona 
... [or] Chain Reaction, and kids will 
always come out to that." 

Breaking out of the scene they helped 
to build, Rotting Out have begun play¬ 
ing shows with bands that have more 
resources and bigger fan bases, even if 
they lack some of Delgado's straightedge 
ethics. At the end of the day, he says, the 
goal was to bring kids into the hardcore 
scene and create unity between fans in the 
inner city and the suburbs.

The Rebirth of 
Marfa del Pilar 

Songstress returns from Chile creatively renewed

aria del Pilar could barely mus¬ 
ter a song from her creative 
soul two years ago, much less 
plot an ambitious trilogy of albums. The 
energetic former front woman for Latin 
Alternative indie rockers Los Abandoned 
was mired in a deep, unproductive funk. 
“What I saw myself go through was this 
huge writer’s block, which was a part of 
my depression, [stemming from] a dis¬ 
satisfaction with my music career on the 
business side of things,” the Chilean- 
born, Los Angeles-raised singer says. 

A year after Los Abandoned finally 
signed with Neil Young’s Vapor Records 
and released their first album, Mix Tape 
in 2006 , the charismatic performer 
dubbed “Lady P” left the band. A few 
months after that, Del Pilar began her 
solo career as “Pilar Diaz,” despite doubts 
creeping into her mind. “I started really 
questioning if [music] was something 
I wanted to keep doing in my life,” she 
confesses. “I needed to really drastically 
switch the tape in my head and put in a 
new one.” 

To help break through her creative 
impasse, she changed her location from 
Los Angeles to her native Santiago, 

Chile. “I was really missing my home, 
my friends, my family and culture. I was 
there for four months,” Del Pilar says. 

“It was perfect timing. It was the perfect 
place for the rebirth.” 

As part of her artistic pilgrimage, she 
collaborated with Chilean DJ Vicente 
Sanfuentes, who has acted as producer 
for such artists as Francisca Valenzuela 
and Gepe. The time and place felt right to 
leave the artistic identity of “Pilar Diaz” 
behind and go by her full first name. “It 
wasn’t really a name change, just a name 
swap,” she says. She and Sanfuentes set 
out to forge a new sonic identity as well, 


largely leaving behind her signature 
instrument, the ukulele. 

“What [Sanfuentes] and I talked 
about first was having a more congruent 
sound, one where we could hear the style 
throughout the record,” she says. 

For inspiration, they looked to Grace 
Jones, Donna Summer and Sade. “What 
we were going for was just those very 
strong divas with funk and edge,” she 
says. Del Pilar hit that note perfectly with 
“En El Dancefloor,” an irresistible groove 
that could entice the stiffest wallflower to 
start tapping his foot. 

The new album, Songs + Canciones I, 
not only chronicles the risen phoenix, but 
it also looks at the ashes, as in the spiral¬ 
ing “Things Are Falling Apart,” one of her 
strongest vocal performances. 

While in Chile, Del Pilar’s father 
retired from his job; on the album, she 
reminisces about his influence on her life, 
dressing up as a huaso (Chilean cowboy) 
and performing folk music to put food on 
the table as an immigrant to the United 
States. “When I was a kid, he wrote a 
song for me,” she recalls. “It was time 
for me to write a song about him.” Gepe, 
an indie Chilean star, was tapped for the 
duet dedication “Huaso de los Angelitos.” 

So long, writer’s block: Songs + Cancio¬ 
nes I is the first installment of a planned 
trilogy. “It’s really a prolific time, and 
I have a lot to say,” Del Pilar says. “I’m 
ready to go for the next one!”

The generations mix at the Fling for old-school 
dancing—and outrageous fees, if you’re not careful 


I glided into the good old Fling with sass 
and class—not my usual m.o. for a dive- 
bar review. I had just arrived from a wed¬ 
ding reception in SanTana so I was dressed 
to the nines, having forgone a wardrobe 
change. So when I slinked in in my navy 
blue-and-white Mod-era halter gown and 
vintage gold Stuart Weitzman heels, I kinda 
fit in—kind of. 

Old-school lounge class is what the Fling 
exudes, decorated fancy with crimson 
wallpaper and beautiful light fixtures. The 
clientele, the drinks, the location and pretty 
much everything else about the Fling ain’t 
so classy, which makes it OC’s ultimate 
blend of pseudo-highbrow and working 
class. The crowd on this Saturday night 
was mixed: balding hipsters, young women 
out of an Ink-N-Iron pictorial, cholos with 
shaved heads that gleamed, middle-aged 
ladies with Jan Crouch-esque hair, couples 
in their 70s, and agingbikers. All that was 
missing was Asians; then you’d have OC at 
its ideal. 

The stage at the Fling is to the right 
of the entrance, wrapped with separate 
bar seating for those who want to sit up 
close to the aging-musician action. There 
was an open seat in front of the band, so I 
hopped up in front of the guitar player after 
I grabbed my Blue Moon. No, it wasn’t the 
legendary Eddy Day, “Wizard of Rock and 
Roll,” but a fun band composed of three 
white-haired gents that started with a 
bluesy “Happy Birthday,” then went with 
“The Wanderer.” The songs got the crowd 
on their feet, folks who heard Dion first 
generation and kids who heard him third 
cutting the rug together. Did the band play 
“Mustang Sally”? You know they did. And 
at all the right times, the crowd enthusiasti¬ 
cally answered, “Ride, Sally, ride.” 

I sat on my stool for a few songs, wiggling 
along. At the beginning of “Walk of Life” 
by Dire Straits, an older gentleman came 
up behind me and brushed my shoulder 
from the right side to the left—his way of 
asking me to dance. “Oh, no, I’m a hor-

rible dancer,” I 
protested, but he 
didn’t reply and 
took my hand. We 
danced; I spun, 
swayed and tried 
to keep up. My 
generation doesn’t 
know how to 
dance properly 
outside of an 
EDM fest, a mosh 
pit or a twerk ses¬ 
sion, so I let the 
guy—spiffy in a Hawaiian shirt featuring a 
bunch of fish—lead the way.
